There
is the Southerner and his type of chival
rous idenllsm, different from Hoosevelt,
but m great American, too. There nre the
men of Seandinavian extractlon in the
North Central States, the men of German
extraction in the Middle West—they are
all very different from Roosevelt, but good
Americans all the same. Roosevelt Is a
good Amerlean. Hughes is a good Amer-
lean. The natlon will have a great and,
in & broad sense. a typleally American
Prosident if either of them becomes Fres-
fdent.

It is, therefore, on solld American
grounds, up to Rousevelt, to let a repre-
sentative convention make {ta own choice
of what it considers the best “typical”
American without allowing his more for-
vent followers to hold over that convens
tion the "fake" club of a possible bolt—
of a possible third-party movement, For
it t& m “fake" club., If Roosevelt ls nom.
inanted by n convention that really wants
him he may win, If he is accepted by a
convention daunted by a “fake" threat,
he will go down to defeat in the rulns
Yor the American paopls will
not stand for such “fakes"

Roossvelt must bhe willing to support
the candidate of the convenflon, because
he ia before the country ws a Republican,
and not as & Progressive. He ls agalnst
the hyphen. Lot Kim, then, make it clear
to the country that he himself is not
tainted with the hyphen wppirit the
hyphen apirit of Progressive-Republi-
caniam or Republican-Progressiviem. The
Republican party s the progresaive
party.

Fahrenheit's Career

Gabriel Danlel Fahrenhelt, born 1688,
died 1736, was the man who first concelyed
the jdea of using mercury instead of mlcohol
In the econstruction of thermometers. His
“Ilpvention"” was, therefore, an improve-
ment, for the accuracy of the instrument,
already In use, was greatly improved by the
substitution of the registoring materinl. He
firat used meroury for this purpose (n 1720,
As for his life, It was quite slmple. He
wag horn In Danzlg, Germiany; gave up a
mercantile life in order to devote himself
to  sclentific  ressarch; traveled through
most of Hurope and gettled in Holland:
Four years after his werk with the ther-
mometer, he was elacted a fellow of the
Royal Soclaty in London and published sev-
gral papers through that body, Mia other
digcoveries were that other llqulds beaslde
walter had a fixed bolllng point und that
the bolling point varies with a change In
the pressure of the atmosphere. He, of
coufse, devised the soale of graduating the
thermomelers kuown by his name.

Sudden Prosperity of His Uncle

charged In 1779. Seven years later he
had enjoyed a sudden change of fortave,
Through some Influence at the Billlsh
court he had been given a fat berth al
Balbor as dockyard Inspector, under the
commission of the King of Spain. Jamer
further discovered that his own birth had
occurred In England immediately prior to
his uncle's departure for Spaln.

That his mysterious patron across the
water continued to fear him was further
evidenced to James durlng the War of
1812, when certain persons, later learned
to have been British sples, enticed him to
enlist in the American arm¥. And only
after it was too late did the youth realize
thut he had committed technlecal treason
to the land of his birth, an act that invall-
dated any possible clalm to British title
or estates. -

After the War of 1812 James Ord pracs
ticed law in New York and married. Then
came the call of the land of gold. He
prossed the continent and fortune smiled
upon him. Having amassed great wealth,

he attained distinction on tha bench, |

Later he returned to Washington and
bullt for himself a handsome home om
Poennsylvania avenue, Then he removed
to Omaha, where he died, at the age of 97,

During his 80 years of ransacking
through musty records Judge Ord came
upon many bits of evidence, Not untfl
ha was 48 did he gain possession of his
uncle's confidential papers. Among these
was o letter from one who revealed him-
self as a priest, It came from Europe,
and asked:

“Ia the child allve?"

“Your Father Was Son of a King”

At this time there still lived In Wash-
ington Captain Ord's Confessor and cans
fidant, Father Matthows, of 8t. Patrick's
Church, a patrinrch of 83 years, A sworn
siatement from this prelate quoted the
navy yard master mechanic as having
once confessed ‘'that the ohild called
James Ord and his nephew was not his
nephew, but of royal parentage, the son
of one of the royal families of Buraope,”

“Your father wus one of the sons of
King George I11,” the aged priest later
copfided to Judge Ord. “He admitted to
mo_pnce that his promotion to the Spans
ish service had been obtained by a per
sonage none other than the Prince of
Wales himself, And actual negotiations
were carrled on by ar uncla of Maris
Anne Bmythe Fitaherbert, wife of George
I"'li

Judge Ord thereafter firmly belleved
that his parents were Ceorge IV and the
widow whom that prince married In 1786,
before he became King., His own birth
had occurred within the year following
their secret marringe, and almost immer
dlately afterward had come his abduc:
tion into Spaln. Rumors that a child had
been born to the morganatic union had
persisted almost from the time news of
the Prince's marriage had leaked oul,
The baby was sald to have been taken
to the United States, James Ord wrote
to Mrs, Fitzherbert a letter, which should
have touched any mother’s heart, and it
was dellversd to her In secret, through
the connlvance of Aaran Vall, our charge
